No Fighting on the Yalu. 


At present, information from 
tho 


land front must be belated, owing to 
tho distance of tho existing sea base 
from the advance guard, but this will 
soon bo remedied. 


It Is doubtful whether tho long ex- 


pected engagement for the possession 
of the Yalu river will ever take place, 
certainly not unless the Russians have 
been heavily reinforced. 
This 
was 


foreseen by the Japs, and hence their 
strenuous efforts to block Port-Arthur 
so that they may be able to reduce 
the length of their'land communica- 
tions by the establishment of a more 
convenient sea base. 


It must bo remembered that unless 


the Japanese secure tho north of the 
Ynlu with a new base by July the 
land movements from Corca will be- 
come practically Impossible.

FAIRLY 


PROSPEROUS. 


PLANS FOR THE COMING YEAR 


Rock County Will Still Continue to 


Grow Large Amounts of 


the Weed. 


While there Is a fair amount of 


activity In the market, 
conditions 


from the grower's point of view con- 
tinue unsatisfactory, 
only 
choice 


goods, which are far from common, 
fetch encouraging prices, and most 
of the purchases have been at low 
figures for export.

buyers Is as Indifferent as ever, an.l 
they betray no disposition to accumu- 
late large holdings. 
I^arge quanti-' 
ties of tobacco are dally arriving at 
the warehouse centers, but many of 
the deliveries arc unsold, and a pur- 
chaser sought after arrival at the 
city. Some decline to sell

•prices offered, but many are willing 
to accept anything rather than cart 
their tobacco borne again or pay the 
expense of storage on the spot. The

prices and undamaged leaf goes at 
from 4 cents to 7 cents. Some sales 
of small lots of ol.l leaf are reported. 
Shipments out of storage from Edger" 
ton for the week amounted to 1.0G2 
cases.

Owing to the exceptional lateness

Never In Wyoming 


Another lot of fifty-five -desert-land 


entries wero reported at that tlmo. 
Thesu entries covered nr.,000 acres 
and tho final proofs wero made al- 
leging the reclamation of the tracts, 
which was found not 
ffi 
bo true. 


These ontrymcn all lived In eastern 
states and wore never In Wyoming, 
and Imel no Interest in the lands and 
took no part In making tho entries, 
except to sign their names to tho en- 
try papers. 


In Montana a largo number of 'des- 


ert-land entries wero discovered to 
have been made on good agricultur- 
al lands. Thirty-three entries of the 
kind, embracing 21.000 acres, were 
In one locality. In another place ten 
entries, upon 0,000 acros, were found 
to have been made In tho Interest of 
a land nnd cattle company. 


Mr. President, the dcsert-lan'd act 


should bo repealed because It. has 
boon the Instrument of frnu'd and 
perjury on a largo scale and will con- 
tlnuo to be such so long as our pres- 
ent, system nf dealing with tho public 
domain shall continue.
